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U.S.  TRADE  IN  LIVESTOCK,  MEAT, 
AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS,  IN  1962 


Summary 


The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  1962 
amounted  to  $319  million,  compared  to  $366  million  the  year  before,  and  a 
»  1956-60  average  of  $3U6  million.    However,  the  export  value  in  1962  was  20 
percent  above  the  1951-55  average.    Most  of  the  decline  from  the  1961  level 
was  due  to  a  drop  in  tallow  and  grease  shipments.    Nevertheless,  tallow  and 
greases  continued  to  be  the  leading  export  commodities,  amounting  to  $107 
million,  3h  percent  of  the  value  of  all  exports.    Hide  and  skin  exports  of 
$77  million  accounted  for  2h  percent  of  the  total.    Shipments  of  red  meat 
and  meat  products  were  19  percent  of  the  export  value.    Lard  accounted  for 
13  percent  despite  a  decline  to  less  than  half  the  1951-55  average  value. 
However,  the  volume  of  lard  exports  declined  by  only  2h  percent,  reflecting  a 
substantial  drop  in  market  prices. 

U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  including  wool,  amounted 
to  a  record  $8U6  million  in  1962,  an  increase  of  17  percent  over  the  previous 
year,  and  36  percent  above  the  1951-55  average.    The  United  States  was  the 
second  largest  importer  of  red  meats  during  1962,  exceeded  only  by  the 
United  Kingdom.    Red  meat  imports  in  1962,  amounting  to  $li56  million, 
accounted  for  Sh  percent  of  the  total  import  value.    Beef  was  by  far  the 
principal  meat  import,  totaling  $312  million.    Imports  of  wool  accounted  for 
23  percent  of  the  value,  pork  15  percent,  and  cattle  lli  percent. 

During  1963,  the  United  States  will  continue  to  be  an  important  trader  in 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products,  moving  large  quantities  of  byproducts 
into  international  markets  and  receiving  sizable  quantities  of  meat  and 
feeder  cattle  from  abroad.    Tallow  and  grease  shipments  are  expected  to 
recover  from  the  decline  of  1962,  but  may  be  somewhat  lower  than  the  record 


quantity  moved  during  1961.    Variety  meat  exports  will  probably  exceed  the 
record  established  in  1962,    Shipments  of  bovine  hides  and  skins  should  con- 
tinue at  relatively  high  levels  during  1963. 

Exports 

Almost  60  percent  of  the  export  value  consisted  of  two  categories — tallow  and 
greases,  and  hides  and  skins.    Japan  continued  to  be  the  leading  market  for 
tallow  and  greases,  although  shipments  to  that  country  dropped  from  U03 
million  pounds  in  1961  to  270  million  in  1962.    Sales  to  Italy,  the  second 
most  important  market  in  1962,  were  up  significantly  from  the  year  before, 
while  exports  to  the  Netherlands  dropped  from  232  million  pounds  in  1961  to 
188  million  in  1962.    Tallow  shipments  to  the  USSR,  which  were  the  highest  on 
record  in  1961,  dropped  by  almost  two- thirds.    Egypt,  Spain,  and  West  Germany 
purchased  almost  100  million  pounds  each. 

Bovine  hide  and  skin  exports  amounted  to  9.2  million  pieces,  less  than  the 
alltime  high  of  1961,  but  higher  than  any  other  year.    Japan  was  the 
principal  market  for  cattle  hides,  taking  U2  percent  of  total  shipments.  The 
Netherlands,  Canada,  and  West  Germany  received  most  of  the  remainder. 

The  quantity  of  lard  exported  in  1962  was  larger  than  the  previous  year,  but 
because  of  lower  market  prices,  the  value  was  less.    Cuba  was  formerly  the 
largest  market  for  U.S.  lard  but  following  a  break  in  diplomatic  relations 
with  that  country,  trade  came  to  a  stand  still  in  19 61.    The  United  Kingdom 
was  the  only  sizable  outlet  for  U.S.  lard  in  1962,  taking  83  percent  of  the 
total  shipments.    On  a  value  basis,  lard  exports  in  1962  were  $3  percent 
below  the  19£l-£5  average,  while  the  volume  of  shipments  was  only  2ii  percent 
lower,  indicating  a  substantial  decline  in  world  market  prices  since  the 
earlier  period. 

Variety  meat  exports  rose  again  in  1962  and  reached  a  record  125  million 
pounds,  valued  at  $26  million.    The  European  Economic  Community  is  the  most 
important  market  for  variety  meats,  and  in  1962  accounted  for  two-thirds  of 
the  total  shipments  with  most  of  the  shipments  going  to  West  Germany  and  the 
Netherlands.    The  United  Kingdom  imported  most  of  the  remainder. 

The  value  of  mohair  exports  declined  from  $15  million  in  1961  to  $11  million 
in  1962,  while  the  volume  declined  13.5  million  pounds  to  12.$  million.  The 
United  Kingdom  was  the  major  market,  taking  more  than  $0  percent  of  mohair 
shipments.    The  Netherlands,  Belgium,  and  Italy  took  most  of  the  remainder. 

Cattle  exports  during  1962  amounted  to  19,300  head,  compared  with  2^,000  in 
1961.    Mexico  purchased  about  60  percent  of  the  cattle,  with  Canada  and 
Venezuela  receiving  most  of  the  remainder.    Cattle  exports  consisted  almost 
entirely  of  breeding  stock. 

Shipments  of  sheep  and  lambs  totaled  37,300  head  in  1962  compared  to  27,900 
head  the  previous  year.    For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  Mexico  pur- 
chased a  significant  number,  amounting  to  about  26,000  head.    Most  of  the 
remainder  went  to  Canada. 


Exports  of  live  hogs  were  3,300  head,  compared  to  8,200  the  year  before. 
Colombia,  Dominican  Republic,  and  Mexico  were  the  main  markets.  Practically 
all  of  the  hogs  were  breeding  stock  to  be  used  for  breed  improvement  in 
these  countries. 

Red  meat  exports  were  valued  at  $3k  million  in  1962,  slightly  below  the  three 
preceeding  years.    Pork  shipments  were  $19  million  and  beef  and  veal  $13 
million.    Canada  was  the  destination  of  most  meat  exports,  with  Mexico  and 
the  Caribbean  area  taking  most  of  the  remainder. 

Imports 

U.S.  red  meat  imports  during  1962  totaled  a  record  of  1,253  million  pounds, 
compared  to  918  million  the  year  before,  and  a  1951-55  average  of  329  million. 
They  were  valued  at  $li56  million— three  times  the  1951-55  average. 

Beef  and  veal  imports  increased  to  an  all  time  high  of  971  million  pounds  and 
made  up  77  percent  of  total  meat  imports.    This  was  equivalent  to  nearly  9 
percent  of  U.S.  beef  production.    Of  the  beef  and  veal  imports,  86  percent 
was  frozen  boneless  beef,  used  primarily  for  manufacturing;  another  9  percent 
was  canned  beef.    Very  little  bone-in  or  chilled  beef  and  veal  was  imported. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand  supplied  over  three-fourths  of  the  boneless  beef 
imports  in  1962.  Ireland  and  Mexico  were  also  important  suppliers  of  this 
commodity.    Argentina  was  the  main  source  for  canned  beef. 

Boneless  beef  imports  supplement  U.S.  production  by  supplying  lower  grade 
processing  meat  which  has  not  been  produced  domestically  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  meet  the  unusually  strong  demand.    In  recent  years,  low  grade 
cows,  which  provide  most  of  the  processing  meat,  have  made  up  a  small  part 
of  domestic  cattle  slaughter. 

Imports  of  mutton  reached  a  record  65  million  pounds  in  1962.  Mutton 
imports,  all  of  which  are  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  have  been 
attracted  by  favorable  prices  in  the  U.S.  market.    Imported  mutton  is  used 
largely  in  frankfurters  and  other  manufactured  products  and  does  not  compete 
directly  with  U.S. -produced  lamb.    Imports  of  lamb,  although  on  the  increase 
in  recent  years,  are  relatively  small  compared  to  domestic  production.  In 
1962,  imports  were  equivalent  to  less  than  2  percent  of  U.S.  lamb  production. 

Most  of  the  pork  imported  into  the  United  States  is  in  the  form  of  canned 
hams  from  Denmark,  Poland,  and  the  Netherlands.    Imported  hams  are  generally 
considered  a  specialty  item  and  usually  sell  at  prices  higher  than  U.S.  hams. 

Imports  of  cattle  in  1962  rose  to  a  record  1,250,000  head  compared  to 
1,01*2,700  in  1961,  and  a  1951-55  average  of  195*600.    Mexico  and  Canada 
supplied  virtually  all  of  the  1962  cattle  imports.    The  large  cattle  imports 
were  the  result  of  relatively  high  U.S.  prices  and  a  strong  demand  by  farmers 
for  feeder  cattle.    Relatively  few  finished  cattle  for  slaughter  were 
imported. 

Wool  imports  during  1962  were  valued  at  $196  million,  compared  with  $18U 
million  the  year  before.    Apparel  wool  accounted  for  $106  million,  with 
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carpet  wool  making  up  the  remainder.    In  terms  of  volume,  wool  imports  during 
1962  totaled  269  million  pounds  compared  with  2I4.8  million  in  1961,  Duty- 
free carpet  wool  imports  of  1?th  million  pounds  were  about  8  percent  less  than 
1961,    Apparel  wool  imports  rose  by  36  million  pounds  to  126  million* 

Hide  and  skin  imports  in  1962  were  valued  at  $60  million,  slightly  higher 
than  the  previous  year.    Sheep  and  lamb  skins  made  up  U3  percent  of  the  value 
of  imports,  goat  and  kid  skins  2h  percent,  and  cattle,  calf,  and  kip  skins 
most  of  the  remainder. 

Over  half  of  the  sheep  and  lamb  skins  came  from  New  Zealand,  with  Iran  and 
Turkey  being  the  other  major  suppliers.    About  three-fifths  of  the  goat  and 
kid  skins  came  from  India,  Nigeria,  and  Pakistan.
